Terrible Mortality Among the Workmen 
--Progress of the Work, 

“Our $20,000,000 has been spent in 

stablishing homes for the engineer, 


and workingmen along the route of the ' 


Panama Ship Canal,” said Captain 
James Whitbank, who has bee.q for 


more than a year engaged in dredging 


operations on the canal, arg who has 


returned home after -, tough tussle 
with the dreaded 5W".mp fever. 

“Plenty of mon- 
y there, then, Cap- 

“Oh, pleaty. There is only one 
thing ryore common than cash, and 
that 4s death: Men die like the leaves 
Mautumn. Only the Italians appear 
to live. The dead are disposed of with- 
out ceremony. A shallow grave, no 
prayers, and all is in a moment forgot- 
ten. There are now 15,000 men at 
work on the canal, mostly negroes 
from Jamaica and the French West 
Indies. These negroes are brought 
over in droves as fast as those at work 
die, and 1 venture to say that not two 
thirds of the 15.000 laborers now at 
work will be alive a year from now. 
It's dreadfnl. Five thousand died 
during tae past three months; but the 
large pay tempts men to brave all the 
d“mger. The company appeats to have 
an unlimited supply of money,and pays 
off every two weeks.” 

“What progress has been made in 
the four years ?” 

“Well, two miles and a half of the 
canal proper has been dug out. — Origi- 
nally this section was dredged to a 
depth of fourteen feet, but is now only 
six feet deep, the soft swamp lands 
pressed down by the weight of thedirt 
thrown out on either side filling in the 
canal from underaeath, A great deal 
of work has, however, been done with 
the great stcam shovels in levelling the 
high lands, through which the canal is 
to pass, and dredging will soon be 
started in those sections. Work is 
now progressing upon the only large 
myuntain which bars the way of the 
canal from ocean to ocean. This 
mountain is 400 feet high and nine 
miles in circumference, and is to becut 
down with steam ploughs and carted 


away. The company has been com- 


pelled to spend $20,000,090, as I said, 
to locate homes througa the swamps 
from which as a basis the work of dig- 
ging out the canal can be carried on, 
This work necessitated the building o¢ 
railroad branches into the swamps and 
the making of solid foundations with 
stone and gravel, hundreds of feet 
wide and miles in extent. Laborers 
get $3 a day,and skilled mechanics and 
bosses from $100 to $350 a month.” 
“Will the canal ever be finished ?” 


“Not, I think, unless the swamp 
sections are constructed with piling, 
-nd that would cost so large an amount 
of money that the scheme could not 
possibly pay. But the company ap” 
pears to have all the cash necessary to 
carry on the work.”—Philadelphia 
Record. 


Famous Spendthrifis of Ancient Times 


Pasha Loring says in the Manhattan 
Magazine: Prodigals have been con- 
fined to no land or age. As long as 
the wealth of the world continues to be 
unequally distributed, so long, proba- 
bly, shall we have spendthrifts. Old 
Adam Smith tells that the “necessaries 
of life’ include only those commodities 
that are indispensable to our healthful 
support, and those things the lack of 
which, among creditable people of even 
the lower class, is rendered indecent 
by the custom of the community. All 
other things he declares to be luxuries, 
If'such a definition as that were ac- 
cepted most of us could easily be con- 
yicted of needless extravagance. A 
glance at the careers of a few of the 
monumental prodigals of the world 
will be found to be of interest. 

A history of the spendthrifts of 
ancient Rome would fill a volume of 
good size and unique charm. Apicius, 
Crassus, Probus, Claudius, Nero, Vitel- 
lius and Caligula all squandered vast 
sums on the most trifling objects 
Apicius spent $4,000,000 on his palate, 
cast up his accounts, and, discovering 
that he had only $400,000 left, imme- 
diately hanged himself to avoid the 
privations of threatening poverty. 
Elagabalus regaled the attendants of 
his palace on the brains of pheasants, 
the tongues of thrushes, and the eggs 
of partridges. At his own meals the 
peas were sprinkled with grains of gold, 
pearls were scattered in dishes of rice. 
and the costliest amber was used to 
render palatable a dish of beans, 
Grassus made a great banquet for the 
populace during his candidacy for the 
office of Consul, at which ten thousand 
tables were heapet~ with luxuries, 
Even this was surpassed by Cesar,who, 
at the funeral feast on the occasion of 
his dangbter’s death, spread twenty- 
two thousand tables, accommodating 
three guests at each. Tiberius, like

CHINESE NOMENCLATURE. 


What the Laundrymen's Names Signify 
~A Chinaman’s Five Names. 

Yan Phon Lee, a Chinaman residing 
in Springfield, Mass,, has been telling 
the Republican of that city something 
about Chinese names. He said: The 
majority of the names that you see on 
signs of laundries or tea stores kept by 
Chinamen are simply fancy names 
adopted for their auspicious signifi- 
cance; for instance, “Hop Sing” means 
“deserving of prospé@rity,” “Woh 
Loong” means “success through con- 
cord,” “Nee Wah” means “integrity 
and harmony.” You may say they are 


simply mottoes, having no reference to 


the proprietor or the members of afirm 


whatsoever. To call the proprietor of 
one of the laundries here “Nee Wah” 
would be as absurd as calling the 
members of the dry goods frm of 
Forbes & Wallace “Nemo me impune 
lacessit.”’ 

Every properly constituted China- 
man has five names—the prenomina 
of the Romans—besides his surname,or 
cognomen. The last is fixed and hand-

Imitations of Costly Leather. 

The custom of carrying lunch retl- 
cules, money purses, and traveling bags 
of leather has made an increased de 
mand for the leather from rare animals, 
or for leather of attractive appearance. 
As the natural supply of alligator and 
the great python or boa skins is not 
sufficient to keep up with the demand 
these skins—or the leathers from them 
—are imitated very largely by using the 
leather of commoner and cheaper skins. 
Even seal leather, goat leather, and kid 
leather, or morocco, are imitated. The 
surface of alligator leather consists of 
almost exact rectangles or squares, 
separated by deep furrows, the squares 
gradually diminishing in size as they 
azecede from the center of the skin. The 
boa leather is in diamond shaped patches 
es, forming a fine network,and is very 
elegant, the division lines being very 
fine. Sealskin leather is a diapered o1 
arabesque pattern of irregular divis- 
ions raised and depressed. Goat | 
leather is crossed in regular lines at 
acute angles, forming minute elongated 
diamonds. 

As some of these leathers are too 
costly to be furnished at low prices, the 
million who desire the best, but cannot 
always afford the cost, are supplied by 
fair imitations,which are not as durable 
as the génuine, serving in part the pur- 
poses of the costly leathers, These 
imitations are made by the aid of phe 
tography. A genuine seal,alligator,boa 
or other costly skin is photographed 
then printed on sensitive gelatine, the 
parts not acted upon by light dissolved 
out in water, and a cast or an electrc 
type plate-then made in copper or type 
metal, as practiced in the reproduction 
of engravings, and then the metal plate 
and the smooth leather of some domes 
tic animal are passed between rollers 
under pressure, and the figure on the 
plate is permanently fixed on the 
leather by great pressure. Any ot 
these leathers may be stained, colored 
or dyed to any tint desired; but plain 
black or the color left by the tanning is 
generally preferred. 

The Game of Marbi 

I have often wondered how that fa 
vorite game of the small boy, marbles, 
came into vogue, but never found out 
until a recent visit to Birmingham, 
where I came across an old antiquary 
who enlightened me. He said that a 
century ago it was a popular amuse 
ment with staid and professional men, 
who used to assemble in the marblé¢ 
“alleys’’ or alcoves connected with the 
inns of the town, to'pass an hour of 
two in this amusement. Think of it, 
boys! Gray old men, genuine grand: 
fathers, would hang their cocked hats 
on oaken pegs, and taking from pri- 
vate hooks their own particular knee 
eaps of stoutly-lined leather, go plump 
upon their knees acd deep in the de 
lights of “alley toss” and “common- 
eys” and familiar cry of “Knuckel 
down.” A few of these alcoves are 
still in existence in connection with 
ancient hostelries. — Cincinnati En- 
qutrer. 


Fismarck’s Best Medal. 
Prince Bismarck is represented as 
often saying, of all his decorations 
that upon which he sets most value is 
a medal he received from a humane 
society for rescuing a drowning sol- 
dier. His method of rescue, as we see 
it related, was eminently characteris- 
tic of the man. The soldier clung to 
him in such a manner as to endanger 
both their lives. Bismarck, being the 
stronger of the two; held the terrified 
man’s head under water until he ceased 
to struggle, and then swam with him 


other. There are more than 300 
patronymies known in China, not 
counting those of naturalized subjects 
who originated from Tartary. Their 
derivation is various and instructive, 
and they embody in their curious 
hieroglyphic shapes many a historic 
truth and reference to dynastic changes. 
The family names of the first Chinese 
| Ambassador to this country and of the 
present Minister, Chin and Jum, were 
at one time, say 500 B. (., the names 
of two principalities under the Chow 
Kings. The descendants of the great 
Shun, the ideal ruler in the golden age 
of China, were lords of Chin. The de- 
scendants of one of the younger 
brothers of Wu, founder of the Chow 
dynasty, were the petty sovereigns of 
Jum. Hence a contemplation of these 
two names carries us back to China's 
feudal times. The feudal system lasted 
nearly 2000 years, till the first Emperor 
of the Tsin dynasty abolished it. In 
subsequent times it has been revived 
under modified forms, but it has never 
recovered from the blow that the 
builder of the great wall dealt it. The 
principle of the Chinese system is siti- 
lar to feudalism in Europe--that is, 
the holding of lands by military tenure, 
Some names denote certain mental or 
personal peculiarities of those who 
first bore them. Others were adopted 
on certain occasions, as some grand 
events in the lives of those who 
assumed them. Patronymics were 
known at the dawn of the Chinese au- 
thentic history, but were not exten- 
sively used in company with the preno- 
men in designation till Confucius’s 
time. 

The name Lee, which you think has 
been “assumed” by me, is merely my 
Chinese surname spelled with English 
letters. You don’t suppose that the 
Anglo-Saxon race have the monopoly 
of names in addition to the monopolies 
of religion, philos»phy and trade, do 
you? Leein Chinese means “a plum,” 
and is identical with Li, which is the 
surname of Li Hung Chang, called 
“Bismarck of China” But I prefer 
long sound in the double ¢ to the short 
i to which some may by mistake give 
the long sound and make the name 
sound like a lie, I have not the honor 
of being the great Minister's relation. 
1 haven't the claim even of a forty-fifth 
cousin. For Lee, or Li, is as common 
as Smith, and is borne by a larger 
number of persons than any other 
Dame. 

Every male child born in China is 
first called by his “milk name.” When 
he grows old enough to attend school 
he takes a “book name.” When he 
has learned the mysteries of composi- 
tion he competes for literary honors 
under an assumed name, which is final. 
ly adopted when he successfully passes 
his examinations and obtains his de- 
gree. His equals address him by an- 
other, either coined by themselves or 
adopted by him. At his marriage he 
adopts still another, called “style.” 
In addition to those enumerated, nick- 
names are also common. They are all 
fanciful. We do not have any con- 
ventional “Thomas, Richard” and 
Henry,” and the rest. All our names 
are words which mean something and 
are taken from the dictionary. For 

Yan means “by imperial 
favor,” and Phou, or Foo, signifies 
wealth, that is, wealth by the Emper- 
or’s favor. Girls generally have only 
the “milk name,” and oftentimes, es 
| pecially when they have grown to be 
women, they are simply designated by 
numbers according to the order of 
their birth. 

Inferiors and juniors never address 
their superiors and elders by name,but 
always by some title, and children are 
forbidden by the canons of Confucius 
to mention any of their father’s string 
of names except that which is given 


to shallow water, from which he cor- 


veyed him tothe shore = = 


him by his equals, much less be named 
after him. In the same family no 


names are ever duplicated, People 
who are not scholars have only the 
“milk name,” the “equality name,’’and, 
if married, the “matrimonial style.” 
Coolies and other laborers oftentimes 
lack the “equality name.” “Ah Sin,” 
name of the hero in Bret Harte’s 
funny poem, is probably a “milk name” 
given by the father of the hero when 
he drew nutriment from the fountains 
of infant life. “Sin” means “first”— 
he was probably the first token of his 
parents’ wedded bliss. “Ah” is some- 
thing like the ie in Charlie, prefixed, 
instead, to add euphony to the word 
“sin.” Sometimes it is spelled ar. It 
has no significance of its own,

Ilow Dynamite is Made. 
Dynamite, strictly speaking in the 
sense in which the word is used to 
designate an explosive, is a prepara- 
tion of nitro-glycerine absorbed into a 
body of @ peculiar clay, which is called 
in Germany, Kiesselguhr. Influenced 
by absorption in this inert substance 
nitro-glycerine becomes safe to handle, 
while its power as an explosive is not 
waterially decreased. 

This compound, while effective as 
an explosive for blasting purposes, was 
necessarily of a strength of seventy- 
five per cent by weight of nitro-glycer- 
ine, and in this country was regarded 
as being of too great strength to be 
economical, and led to experiments to 
produce a compound having less nitro- 
glycerine, and therefore costing less. 
To put a smaller quantity of nitrointo 
the same quantity of clay would not 
suffice, as the glycerine would be too 
completely masked, and it would be 
almost impossible to detonate the com- 
pound. 

The proper preparation was at length 
discovered, and dynamite, as it is now 
made in the United States, is composed 
of salt petre, wood pulp and nitro-gly- 
cerine. By varying the amount of 
wood pulp compounds of different 
strength are male, and sold at prices 
proporiionate to the strength. That 
which has forty per cent of nitro-gly- 
cerine is the most generally sold. The 
wood pulp acts as the absorbent, and 
its proportion in the preparation is 
that which is needed to hold the proper 
proportion of glycerine. The foreign 
chemists have doubtless adopted the 
word lignin as a descriptive term for 
this particular kind of dynamite. 

The wood pulp is the same as that 
commonly used in newspaper stock, 
and is made by grinding up logs of 
poplar and other wood. This com- 
pound is commonly called dynamite, 
but is sometimes known as Atlas pow- 
der. It is manufactured by several 
companies in this country, and is a 
powerful explosive. 

The shipping of it to Europe is prac 
tically prohibited in large quantities, 
but there is nothing to prevent a man 
taking a satchel full with him if he 
wishes. It is perfectly safe to handle. 
There is not much, if any, shipped 
from this country. Any European 
chemist can manufacture the com- 
pound, who knows the preparations 
used for it, and most of it is made in 
Paris, Berlin and London. Inarecent 
case where the dynamite used evident- 
ly exploded prematurely it was doubt- 
less manufactured by a foreign chem- 
ist who did not put the proper propor- 
tion of clay or wood pulp in it, and it 
became detonated by its own workings.

The reforms that 
were looked for and which are 
greatly needed, have been disre- 
garded. Our High school is not 
placed upon the same educational 
basis as the white High school. 
There was a time when the color- 
ed peoplewould have had a Nor- 
mal school which would have 
been an honor to our ppblic 
school system, but Mr. John H. 
Brooks, through his ignorance de. 
feated the whole measure. A 
new trustee in the place of Mr. 
Brooks and the appointment of a 
man who hasa knowledge of our 
school system is greatly desired on 
the part of the colored people. 
We ask for the removal of Mr. 
Cook the present superintendent, 
and putin his place a man with 
progressive ideas. Mr. Cook is a 
gentleman every body will admit 
but his ideas of our public school 
system will not do in this age. 
The colored schools have made vo 
progress within the last two years, 
and unless Mr. Brooke and Sup- 
eriutendent Cook are removed, 
the schools will fall below par.

ANOTHER MISSISSIPPIAN 
IN TOWN. 


Mr. Eprror: In the person of 
Mr. W. C. Cox, of Vicksburg, who 
was burn at Richmond in 1850, 
and removed to Mississippi with 
his parents while quite a child, 
where he has since remained; was 
mustered into the military service 
of his country during the late civil 
war,and served two years and 
two months in Company D, U. 8. 
Colored Infantry; first as a pri- 
vate, afterwards made Drum Ma- 
jor. Was wounded three times in 
the battle of Mobile, at Fort 
Blakely, and also bad a_ brother 
killed in the same battie. He was 
a brave and gallant soldier, was 
honorably discharged from the 
seivice in 1865, where he returned 
to his old home at Vicksburg, and 
to the loving arms of his aged 
mother, who still lives at the 
clever age of seventy-five sum- 
mers. Mr. Cox has been a suc- 
cessful and influential local poli- 
tician, in his section ever since re- 
construction, having been a deie- 
gate to every Republican Con- 
vention, State and county, since 
the war. He has held also sev- 
eral places of trust and honor, at 
the Capital and in his town and 
county. When the troubles of 
1875, came on, he remained at 
home, in the :midst of the most 
trying ordeals, such as made the 
souls of the most of his brethern 
fail them, 


It can be said to his credit that 
he remained at his post with 
inatchless courage, as the leader of 
his much persecuted people. Was 
District elector for Hayes in 1876, 
and was again appointed by the 
Republican State Central Com- 
mittee, to canvass his district for 
Garfield, in 1880, which he did 
with great acceptability. He has 
always heard the call of his party 
though often endangering both his 
life and bis property. He has al- 
ways been an active, willing. and 
effective worker for the party, in 
the interest of bis less fortunate 
fellows. He is known in his sec- 
tion, as the fighting Negro, among 
the whites, any Negro who has the 
courage of his convictions, tm the 
South, is regarded by the southern 
people as bad men. 


Mr. Cox is now employed in the 
office of the Comptroller of 
Currency, Treasury Department. 
We extend to Mr. Cox the hand 
of friendship, and welcome him to 
our beautiful Capital city.

SHALL WE ADVOCATE 
MIXED SCHOOLS? 


AN ADDRESS DELIVERED BEFORE THE 


Colored National Press Asso- 
clation, 


IN REPLY TO MESSRS. GEO. H. RICH- 
ARDSON, OF THE ADVOCATE AND 
R. 8. SMITH, OF THE NEW 
YORK GLOBE, 

BY W. CALVIN CHASE. 


Continued from last issue. 

How illustrative are the sentiments of the 
Roman when he sald, 

“The fault dear Brutus is notin our stars 
but in ourselves, that we are underlings.”’ 

Why don’t you allow others the same so- 
Claland educational! perogative which you, 
yourselves desire? Since you proscribed, 
have not they the same right to proscribe? 
This is the policy of your crafty plea, and the 
baseness of your foolish ambition. 

Admitting that, the framers of 

THE CONSTITUTION 

intended establishing the constitution of 
the United States, that the Republic of Amer- 
ica should be republican in form, which 
would accord to its citizens, liberty and free- 
dom of action, but slavery, prejudice and 
common custom changed the basis of our 


privileged government to such an extent that 


separate schools in some places area necess- 
ity, WhileI do not believe as some of my 
fellow-Journalists do on this question, I shall 
endeavor to show thatwe have the material 
within our own race equal, to an extent, to 
that of the opposite or predominent tace, 
which will enable os to maintain our man- 
hood as we have done since the issuing of 
the proclamation of Emancipation, and the 
reconstruction of the South. The question is 
why ought we to 
ADVOCATE MIXED SCHOOLS? 

Is it the lack of confidence in our own In- 
strouters? Can there be any argument of 
sufficient force to show the advantages of | 
mixed schools? Will the brain of the Negro 
develop with greater rapidity, under the in- 
structions ofa white manor woman? I shall 
argue the interogatories separately, and to the 
first permit me to say, that there can be no 
argument produced to show the absolute ne- 
cessity and advantages of mixed schools, ex- 
cept in those places in the North, where 
perhaps mixed schools may benefit a few, and 
the most important point made by the other 
side is that it will brake down prejudice. 
You seem to forget when you attemptto brake 
down prejudice, you brake down your pockets. 
Put money in yonr purse, was the by-word of 
the Venicians. Some people will spend a 
fortune for social recognition and leave their 
brains asempty asa cocanut shell. I know 
of.some men in this city, who don’t know 
whether their parents are living or dead. We 
have some who don’t recognise their mothers. 
These are the champions of mixed schools. 
The greatest champion of this question has 
children going to white schools, and admits 
that there are some colored children with 
whom he would not allow his children to 
associate,and some white school, which he 
would not allow his children to attend. I 
would like for the advocates of mixed schools 
to point out the consistancy of this philosophy. 

WHAT THEY WANT 
is to see our teachers walking behind some 
white person with a calaco apron on, al- 
though itis no disgraceto wear one, but in 
the capacityin which the advocates of this 
question are anxious to place them it is. 
They wantoar children to set .in a school 
room with a white mistress and master over 
them. They deem it to great an honor to 
have them instructed by competent tutors of 
the colored race. Since the issuing of the 
PROCLAMATION OF EMANCIPATION, 
and the reconstruction of the South, the 
American colored man has thoroughly main- 
tained his manhood, and raised himself from 
a state of barbarism aud oppression. and made 
a convention of Colored Journalists possible, 
and undeniably without a mixture of the 
race. Untill we can say that the American 
flag, the Star Spangled Banner and the Amer- 
ican Eagle the emblems of this Republic sha)! 
continue to be the mottoes of American jus- 
tice, (to the extent that we shall have an 
equatable adjustment of laws to make Negro 
education upon its own resources possible or 
impossible,) we shail not exspect mixed 
schools. Would you debase yourseleves to 
the extent that your Journals with the limited 
support and encouragements they receive, are 
not equal to some of those of the white race, 
and ifwe had the capital, they woold notbe 
equal toany in make up and subjcct matter® 
Ifyou deny this, you depreciate your own 
value and that which you have been asserting 
as Negro Independents. I should think that 
the Editors of our very able contemporaries, 
the New YoRK GLOBE, and the ADVOCATE, 
should feel proud of their Colored institations 
'n baving graduated them. 
WHAT THEY CLAIM, 
is that it will tend to strengthen the brain 
and make their intellect stronger. If that 
were 80, how do we account for one who 
never had a days schooling, it is claimed, but 
one who by his own exertions and manhood, 
is knowa as the premierof the African race, 
Frederick Douglass. How do we account for 
the elevation of Blanche K. Brace, who can 
both write and dictate letters for others at the 
same time. The advocates of mixed schools 
argue strang philosophy. I am constrained 
to assert, that we should not advocate 
mixed schools until we learn unison of action, 
until every Journal Edited by Colored men, 
shall have learned that the freedom of the 
press isoneof our constilational privileges 
without the interference of official power, 
until every Negro in the South shall be al- 
lowed to cast bis ballot unmoslested. We 
should not advocate mixed schools, until we 
are assured that our colored teachers shall be 
allowed to teach white children and com- 
manding the reins of some white institutions, 
when these privileges are assured, then ad- 
vocate mixed schools. Are we not te main- 
tain our manhood and 
RACE PRIDE. 

The argument of the opposite race is, that 
we are not trae to ourselves. When we shall 
have known fidelity to ourselve, and honesty 
of purpose, the sooner will this race prejudice 
be forgotten. Some have gone so faras to say 
that we have no leaders, who are true to the 
principles of justice, far from being true to the 
race, which presents a most lamentable 
aspect.

DEATH OF JOHN F. SLATER. 


NORWICH, CONN., May 7.: John F. 
Slater the philanthropist, who gave a 
million dollars for educationsl purposes 
in the South, died bere this morning. Mr. 


Slater had been ill about five mouth, and 
went to New York some time ago for 
treatment. ile returned home three 


weeks ago; but since that time has been 
rapidly failing. ‘The canse of his iluess, 
which was violent indigestion, has becn a 
mystery. 

Mr. Slater had been identified with the 
business interest of Norwich, Conn , since 
1840. He was proprietor of a large cot- 
ton mill at Jewett City,a director «of the 
Washburn Manufaeturing Company of 
Worcester. and connected with several 
banking and railroad enterprises. Mr. 


Slater's great donation of $1,000,000 as a 
fund for the education of the Southern 


Freedmen was made March 4, 1882. It 
was Mr. Slater's desire that the income 
derived from the investment of the fand 
should be devoted to the education of the 
colored race, that it should do for them 
what the Peabody fund does for the white 
race. The means to be employed are left 
to the discretion of the trustees, the 
donor having indicated his wish that spec- 
ial attention be given to the training of 
teachers from among the colored people, 

and the encouragement of such instituti- 
tions as are most effectually useful in 
promoting this training of teachers. Nei- 
ther principal nor income is to be expend- 
ed in land or buildings, unless the lapse 
of thirty-five years, in the judgment of 
the trustees, the purpose indicated by the 
doner can be best attained by the founda- 
tion of some educational institution.

OCEAN HORROR 


A Steamship Sunk by Collisio#f 
With a Bark. 


More Than One Hundred and Thirt? 
Persons Lose Their Lives. 


The painful suspense that prevailed with 
regard to the survivors of the disaster of thé 
ill-fated steamer State of Florida was re- 
lieved by the arrival at Quebec of the Don 
aldson steamer Titania, from Glaszow, 
with twenty-four of the rescued party. 
The fol’ owing is the official report of the third 


officer of the State of Florida: 

‘‘We le t New York o.1 April 12, with about 
167 passengers and and a fu'l genera! 
cargo. All went well until the night of 
the 128th, at 11:30, when we collided 
with the bark Ponema, of Chatham, N. B., 
Captain Heyburn. Both vessels went down 
almost immediately, and cut of the steamer's 
passengers andcrew only forty-four, inclu- 
ding the stewardess, managed to escape in 
the boats. Of the tavk’s crew of fifteen only 
the captain and two s»amen were saved. 


Toe survivors after having been 
thirty-five hours in the boats without food or 
water, were rescued by the Norwegian tark 
Theresa, of Christiana, from that po:t bound

The sams officer, James Al'en, in an inter- 
view told the followiog story: The night on 
which the disaster occurred wa: clear,though 
mooniless, and the sea was assmooth as glass. 
The third officer retired to bis bunk at 8 o'clock 
leaving Chie’ Officer Thomp oa in charge 
of the deck. About 11:10 he heard the si 
suddenly ziven tostop steamers engines, 
followed by a fearful crash. He rushed im- 
mediately on deck, and the first thing he no- 
was a red light close on their starboard 

w. 
At the same moment bh» heard the chief of- 
ficer’s voice and a cry of ‘‘ Collision,” and 
perceived the bark which had ran into them 
go down. This bark he afterward learned 

rom its captain and two of its crew, who

Running to the side of bis own veasel, he 
endeavored to ascertain the damage done, 
and perceiving and immens? gaping hole into 
which the sea wa; fast pouring, and feeling, 
as he said himself, that the steamer was a 
goner, he at onca hurried to the captain. 

The captain at on gave orders to get out 
the boats, four of which were down in fifteen 
minutes, whea th» State of Florida just 
keeled over to port an! weit down stern 
forem%st. As the vessel went down all on 
deck, including the captain, were washel of 
by the sea. 

Mr, Ailan further stated thatthe captain 
was exceeding! y coo!—too cool, in fact, as he 
did not seem to look upon the danger asseri- 
ous or pressing, and this, together with the 
fact that he appearel in no hurry to save 
himself, was pos iibly th» 1eason that more of 
the passengers were not raved. They would 
not take to te boats, as they supposed, when 
they saw him so <0 1, that thedanger was not 
t, and, mo-veover, the s3a Was so calm. 

f the eight beats carried, four were safe 
ly launched. Two boats were smashed by the 
col i«<ion, and of the other two he knew noth- 
ing, but believe! they w re washed away 
when thes eamer went down. He did not 
believe that any one had e caped in them. 
However, if they had, he did not want 
raise any false hopes, his opinion being th 
they never would be heird from again. 

When No. 2 boat was beinz lowered the 
tackle was cut too quickly,and its occupants, 
w.0 were all p ssengers, were upset into the 
rea. A number of them, includimg Mr. Ben- 
nett, of Lonton, Ont., clung to the boat's 
bottom during the remainder of the night, 
and were pi ked up in the morning by the 
other boats.

There was a crash and a rush ‘to the 
boats as the ship w: nt down amid the shrieks 
ani iamentations of the pawsengers. Those 
sn duty at the tim» remember seeing a red 
li cht flash for an instant, fol'owel by an in- 
ttantaneous crash, after which nothing but 
confusion followe 1, the steamer bezinning to 
tink, aud hurrie1 preparations being made to 
launch th> boats. 

The bark whivh collided with them went 
down instantaneously. The frightened pas- 
sengers rushed on deck in their night clothes, 
anda scene of inde: ibable contusion ensued, 
The women went into hysteri s, and the men 
refused tomove. ‘The women especially ob- 
jected to leaving the doomed vessel, some 
who could have been easily saved absolutely 
refus'nz to budzeaninvh. Those who cl 
t» the bottom o! th» capsized boat all nigh 
suffered terribly from the ice co!d water, 
thoiagh th» sea wascalm. Nevertheless they 
did not lose heart. 

One of their number, a man named Don- 
aldson, wa; underne ith te ca sized boat un- 
tilthey were picked up by one o* the other 
beats in the morning. When she capsized he 
kept his hold an! went over with her, man- 
aging to secure a p sition above the b 
wrere he remained tak nz to himself a 
moening until he swoonel, His companions 
on th» outsi le were tinable to a sist him.

In traveling over the prairies, one now 
and then comes across a lonely shack, 
which, with its surroundi wears an 
aspect of neatness which distinguishes it 
from the average carelessly thrown to- 
gether shanty, that suffices to prove the 
claimant’s right to the title of proprietor 
of 160 acres surrounding. If of boards, 
the cracks are carefully battened with 
lath; if of logs the crevices are closely 
plastered with mud; hardy morni 
gloric | cling around the doorway an 
creep along the humble eaves, while 
small plats smiling with violets, larkspur, 
lovebell and honeysuckle, transplanted 
from the prairie, hover around the mod- 
est domicile, true indices to the female 
spirit that rules within.

On inquiry I ascertained 
that there were several families living in 
the vicinity who had succceded in getting 
enough tea and coffee from my clerks, as 
samples, to keep them well supplied with 
these luxuries for the entire year. That 
made me mad, and I at once issued orders 
to my employes not to give out any more 
samples except to customers of establish- 
ed honesty. In this way I stopped the 
leak in my profits. Another sect of people 
also give us trouble—the petty thieves.
